CIA ties came in documents obtained 
under the Freedom of Information Aci 
by«iichae) Levy, a 31 -year-old free- 
lance researcher. 

One memo by Richard Helms, then 
CIA deputy director for plans, said de 
Mohrenschildt. a Russian-born petrole- 
um geologist, applied for a job with the 
CIA in 1942 but was rejected “because 
he was alleged to be a Nazi espionage 
agent." 

Helms, who later became CIA direc- 
tor. also said de Morhensehiidt took a 
1957 trip to Yugoslavia and provided 
the CIA with “foreign intelligence 
- which was promptly disseminated to 
other federal agencies in 10 separate re- 
. ports.” 

A separate memo indicated de Moh- 
rensehildt also furnished lengthy re- 
ports to the CIA on his 1958 travels 
through Mexico and Panama. 

A CIA memo, whose author was de- 
leted. described de Mohrenschildt as a 
“dubious character.” citing his alleged 
Communist sympathies. 
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
